The German Residents of London 
Determined to Honor 
Bismarck. 


A French Paper Charges the Hx- 
Chancellor With Political 
: Intriguing. 


The New German Imperial Court Dress— 
Preparations for the Great Rifle Meet- 
ing—Dutch Colonial Circles Excited—The 
Missing Viscount Boyle’s Brother Mys- 
terlously Disappearse—Michael Davitt’s 
Speech at Liverpool—Bihilists in Paris 
Comspiring Against the Czar— Foreign 
News. 


Lonpon, June 8.—Prince .Bismarck is ex- 
ceedingly annoyed at the manifest determina- 
tion of the German residents of London to 
make a demonstration ip his honor on the oc- 
casion of his forthcoming visit to the En- 
glish capital and will endeavor to evade pub- 
lic welcome at the hands of his countrymen, 
if possible. It is understood that a large sum 
ot money has already been aubecribed by 
prominent Germans in London to defray the 
expense of what they intend shall be a recep- 
tion befitting the occasion of the visit of the 
master spirit of the creation of the German 
Empire and it will be diMecntit for the ex-Chan- 
celior to escape ovation at their hands. 

THE NEW IMPERIAL COURT DRESS. 

Emperor William and Empress Augusta 
Victoria of Germany will wear the new court 
dress prescribed by the Emperor for the first 
time on the occasion of the baptism of the in- 
fant child of Prince Leopold of Prussia and 
his wife, Princess Louise Sophie, sister of the 
Empress, at. Potsdam. 

THE RIFLE MEETING. 

Great preparations aré being made for the 
reception and entertainment of the American 
Rifle team, which is expected in Berlin the 
second week in June. After the rifle meet- 
ing is over itis proposed toe take them ona 
pleasure excursion down the Rhine and to 
other beutiful and attractive spots in Ger- 
maby.

BISMARCK’S ALLEGED INTRIGUING. 

PARIS, June 3.— The Nineicenth Century in its 
edition of last Sunday says: There are 
proofs that Prince Bismarck is intriguing at 
the little German courts, as well as abroad, to 
raise difficulties ofall sorts in the way ofthe 
Emperor. There issometaik of the removal 
ofthe several bigh officials who have been 
proved to have been in communication with 
the ex-Chancellorand to be associated with 
his opposition to Imperial decisions. 


England, 


Loxpox, June 8.—The missing Viscount 
Boyle, who is anxiously awaited by his family 
to assume the title and estate of his father, 
the late Karl of Shannon, Is still successful in 
concealing his whereabouts, if indeed he is 
alive, and it is now feared that another mem- 
ber of the family has followed him into 
obscurity.

Ha iPax, N. 8., June 8.—The British North 
American squadron, under command of Vice- 
Admiral Watson, consisting of the ships Bel- 
lerophon, Canada, Comus, Partridge and 
Buzzard arrived here to-day (Monday) from 
Bermuda. The officers ofthe ships say they 
are in no way surprised at the action of the 
French warship at Bay St. George. It isa 
thing thathas been going on for the past 
thirty years or more and they havea perfect 
right to compel the Newfoundland fishermen 
to remove their nets or traps on that part of 
the coast. The Admiral, however, has or- 


proceed to Newfoundland should the occasion 
require it. The French corvette Bison, now 
here, will proceed thence to the French shore 
of Newfoundlana direct.The gunboat Thrush, 
in command of His Royal Highness, Prince 
George of Wales, which is now onits way 
from Englandto this port, may not be here 
until July, the naval authorities say, as she 
wili likely call at the Azores and Bermudas on 
the way out. 
A DENIAL. 

Sir John Ross, commander of the troops in 
Britisb¢North America, denies the report that 
a battery of royal artillery and infantry regli- 
ment has been ordered to proceed to New- 
foundland from England. 

A QUARREL AMONG RIVAL FISHERMEN. 

Pants, June 3.—M. Fabre, Canadian Com- 
missioner in France, declares thatthe agita- 
tion in Newfoundland is superficial and that 
the affair is merely a quarrel! amongrival fish- 
ermen.

Convention of the Amalgamated Associa 
tion of Iron and Steel Workers. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 8.—The annual con- 
vention of the Amalgamated Association of 


Hall in this city this morning with 260 dele- 
gates from all parts of the country. The ses- 
sion was taken up almost with perfecting the 
organization and nothing of interest tran- 
spired. The most important matter to be con- 
sidered, as-usual, willbe the adoption of a 
new scale of wages. The provisions of the 
new scale, which will probably not be pre- 
sented to the convention for several days, are 
guarded with great secrecy by the members of 
the Wages Committee. It is known that many 
changes will be made in the scale 
and the most important of these 
is the advance to be asked for 


im bolling. This was not decided upon by the 
Wager Committee individually. A member of 
the cammittee said to-day that an expression 
had been secured from every subord inate 
lodge and the committee was compelled to be 
governed by the wishes of the majority. If 
the scale, as reported to the convention, is 
adopted, $6 will be asked for boiling on a 2- 
cent card and F. 28 on a8 cent, with 50 cents 
extra per ton for boiling Halt pie iron ana 
half pot metal and stove plate. Other 
extras will be charged, ranging from 85 cents 
to $l for castings and runners over seventy- 
five poundsto the plece and for hot ore fix. 
There will be more ‘‘extras’’ in the scale this 
ear than usual, owing to the admission of 
aborers and common mill hands, who must be 
rovided for. There is e cted to be a 
fively fight over the differences between the 
roughers and catchers and rollers, The 
roughers and catchers receive $2.60 and $3 per 
day for seven aud eight heats respectively.

THEY CALL ON THE PRESIDENT AND URGE 
HIS APPOINTMENT. 


The President Thinks Missouri Is Asking a 
Great Deal—Mr. Goward’s Mission—The 
Fish Commission Scandal—Census Super- 
visors Cautiened—Chief of the Secret 
Service Bell Dismissed — Washington 
News. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8.—In an inter- 
view to-day with the Congressional backer of 
Foney Boyd ot Springfield, Mo., 
Secretary Biaine denied having made any 
promise to appoint him, but stated that he 
had said that if he could see his way clear to 
secure a place for Mr. Boyd he would do 80. 
Later, accompanied by ex-Gov. Fietcher, 
Mr. Boyd’s friend called upon the President. 
They found the Exeoutive alone and «a very 


pleasant excbange of opinions was had. Gov. 


Fletcher said that the old native Missouri 
element had not yet been * recog- 
nized, that those men who were chief 
in securing for Missou what she was to-day, 
had not been cared for officially. In 1881, 
Col. Boyd, he said, was at the front and had 
been since, besides being a native. 
The President remarked that the 
argument was a good one, but he was of the 
opinion that Missouri asked a good deal. Gov. 
Fletcher said that he had indorsed no one pre- 
viously but George Bain for a foreign place. 
The Missourians came away without a prom- 
ise, Dut very much encouraged. - 


The Clayton-Breckenridge Case. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 3.—The sub- 
committee of the House Commmittes on 
Elections, which bas had under consideration 
the question of taking further testimony in 


the Clayton-Breckenridge Arkansas contested 
election case, has decided the question prac- 
tically inthe negative. In its decision the 
co™ mittee eave: 9 

„The application of the contestee to take 
further testimony in Arkansas is denied. 
Full opportunity was given to take such testi 
mony at Littie Rock and the case was there 
closed as to such testimony with the consent 
of the contestee. The closing of the case, 
however, at that point related only 
to the taking of testimony in Little 
Roek, leaving the subject of further téstimony 
at Washington to be considered on arrival 
here. As to three of the witnesses asked for, 
Dr. C. M. Taylor, George R. Breckenridge 
and Powell Clayton, while the committee 
knows of no reason why their testimony was 
not sufficiently taken at Little 
Rock, as all three of said wit- 
nesses are in Washinton to-day the commit 
tee will hear their further teatimony, if the 
contestee desires to have it taken. As to all 
documentary evidence called for the commit- 
tee will receive itand — it in record sub- 
ject to all proper objection as to rele- 
vancy, materiality and competency, pro- 
vided the same is turnished before 
the record is fully printed. In the absence of 
any showing whatever that the pespenss 
testimony will throw any further light on tae 
Hooper theory of the case, the committee does 
not deem it proper to delay the case in order 
to take the proposed testimony of the Cali- 
fornia witnesses.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 3.—After a talk 
yesterday between Senator Davis and Repre- 
sentative Morriil, Chairmen of thetwo com-

‘Fair. He is «instructed to arrange for the 
exhibition of a complete Japanese village, in- 
cluding bouses, families, all necossary do- 
mbhstic utensils, tools and workmen to display 
the ordipary trades and occupations in Japan. 
It is intended that tbis shall be one of the 
chief attraetions of the Fair. i

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THE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEE. 


The St. Louis Naturalization Frauds Investi- 
gated This Morning. 


‘The Congréssional Committee resumed its 
sitting at noon to-day and plunged head fore- 
most into the nataralization, trauds in St. 
Louls. Mr. E. ©. Kehr discussed the 


naturalization laws at some length, and faxe 
some very practical views ou the subject, 
some of which, however, are likely to pro- 
voke-controversy. For instance, he did 
see what good was deriy from fre- 
quiring an alien to remain in the country 
three years before declaring his intention to 
become a citizen. When he es that is ev- 
idence of his Intention and he 71 
the mass. Mr. Kehr was rather oP to 
changes in the naturalization laws. He 
thought the present laws were sufficiently 
comprehensive and stringent, but this trouble 
lay with the courts, or rather with some 
courts, Of the naturalization frauds here he 
could only speak on report; he 
had no personal knowledge of the 
details of those cases. No case 
had been presented to the committee and 
none would be, of a naturalization fraud com- 
mitted in the State- civil courts.e There the 
naturalization was ecogn! as a 
judicial act, cloth with the sol- 
emnity due the jon; witnesses 
were sworn as if they were going ™ testify in 
acivil action and the Judge propounded the 
questions and required the answers, whfch 
guarded the law perfectly from infringement 
and fraud. 

Mr. Wm, E. Fitzgerald, who was present to 
testify, rose and said: ‘‘If Imay be pardoned 
for interrupting, you state that only On re- 
port, Mr. Kehr, that no ease of traud has 
occurred in the civil courts?’’ 

Mr. Kebr: ‘‘Yes, certainly. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was the next witness and he 
rehearsed the story of naturalization which 
has been heard here so often. The PostT-DIs- 
PATOH told it when it insisted that the 

rpetrators of election frauds must be 

reughttotrial. Mr. Fitggerald told it re. 
tT on the witness stand, and so did 

ayor Noonan in the different trials. But 
the committe had not heard it. It 
was new, novel, spicy to them and they man- 
ifested intense interest when Mr. Fitzgerald 
told them that now and then they natural- 
ized 250 aliens in one day in 
the Court of Criminal + Correction. 
They could not believe it, and started to ques- 
tion him about the Court’s hours, but he 
closed thelr mouths In amazement when he 
pointed to the District Court room and sald: 

**-Why, I demonstrated there that the oaths 
could be all the ques- 
tiong required by statute asked 
and answered, and the naturaliza- 
tion granted in thirty-two seconds. 
He pictared the scenes In the sourt-room dur- 
ing the rushes, described how the famous slips 
were made and gave the committee a deal of 
practical information about the workings of 
the naturalization laws.

OF THE FIRST DAY’S WORK. 
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Hew the Supervisor Keeps Account of the 
Big Work Being Done by the 288 Can- 
yassers in This COity—They Say They 
Have Not Met With Any Serious 
Trouble—With an Enumerator. 


„Here they come!“ said Maj. Eugene F. 
Weigel as he took his seat at his desk this 
morning and pointed to a pile of blue tinted 
ecards which bad the census frank inthe cor- 
ner instead of a stamp. Maj. Weigel’s office 
is on the second floor of the old Post-office 
building, where the steps are high and the 
weather seems a little wose than in other 


places. 

Po your 288 city enumerators report every 
day, Major?“ 
„es, eyeryone of them makes adally re- 
port to me and to Washington. 

„And climbs those stairs?’’ 

**No,’’ he replied with asmile, The enu- 
merators send cards through the mall. These 
are they. They will not repors personally Un- 
til they have completed their work, but each 
one was furnished with blue ana buff cards, 
and every night they fill them out with a brief 
synopsis of the days’ work and send the blue 
to me and the buff.to Washington, Here is 
one of the cards:

From these cards we can tell exactly how 
each man is working every day. Now iet me 
see how they run: ere is one who enumer- 
ated fifty-two living persons, eight on the 
supplemental schedule and four on the veter- 
ans’ special schedule. That ls asmall day's 
work, Dut probably it will take that man a day 
or two to get familiar with the work and start 
things running smoothly. Here is one who 
enumerated seventy-two;thatissmall. An- 
other has 110; that’s better. Here’s one of 
151, now that is a fair average. 
Lou see, the districts are divided 
80 as to contain about 1.500 people and this 
man, if he keeps up that average, will be able 
to finish easily om time. Two hundred and 
twenty—well, it was an old hand who did 
that. None ofthe inexperienced men could 
have reached so high, That is doing very 
well and I like the prospects.

A LION CONQUERED. 


How One That Had Gotten Away from Its 
Keeper Was Subdued. 


From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

There was a thrilling incident at the Zoo- 
logical Garden late yesterday afternoon. In 
removing the large African lion Paul from one 
cage to another the beast broke from his box 


and escaped. The animal was loose, un- 
trammeled and alone with its master. It was 
a trying scene, and resulted in a triumphant 
victory of man over beast, illustrating 
the power of the human eye over the 
fiercest denizens of the animal kingdom. 
The raan was Sol Stephans, the Superintendent 
of the Zoo, and a peculiar combination of cir- 
cumstances arose by whict he was plfved in 
the position of peril—a position that he will 
never forget to the end of his life. The inci- 
dent occurred after the visitors had all left 
the garden, and just before closing the gates 
forthe night. The cage in the extreme east 
of the carnivora is occupled by the large 
African lions, Pauland his mate, Flora. 5 
is a fine-looking, large - headed, shaggy- 
maned powerful animal, one blow from whose 
right paw, when backed by his full strength, 
is sufficient to crush a horse, while the tawny- 
colored Flora has no mane, and, with her 
short ears, might be taken for an immense 
cat. 

The female, during the past several days, 
has worried her mate with her importunities 
and rough caresses. He has been surly, cross 
and vicious and unusually spiteful at his 
Keepers, as all animals ot a wild natufe are 
during the mating season. Next the ilon’s 
cage ls an old cougar or jaguar,so vicious 
that he cannot look you in the face and has to 
be kept behind ‘iron s for fear of 
his eating u his own children. No 
keeper woul think of entering 
cage without hoing heavilyarmed. The par- 
tition between his cage and thatof the lions 
was not overly strong, and lately the jaguar 
has developed a wonderful facility of spring- 
ing against it with all his foree. These springs 
only aroused the lions, who, until yesterday 
resented the onslaughts by loud roars and 
low, muttering growls. 

About 50’clock yesterday afternoon, how- 
ever, while Billy Hostetter had gone to look 
after some of the animals about the elephant 
quarters, and Stephans was on his way home, 
which is on Vine street, near the Power- 
house, as he passed the Carnivora he hearda 
heavy crash, and, knowing that something 
unusual had happened 
ing, Only to discover that the partition had 

Ven way; that instead of the jaguar 
— . against-it, both Paul and his mate, 
probably enraged at the jaguar’s too frequent 
crashing against their bed-room wall, had de- 
cided to give bim a dose of his own medicine 
and both had simultaneously leaped with all 
their force against the partition, whose upper 
fastenings to the celling had given way, and 
landing against the opposite side of the 
jaguar’s cage, completely corralled the now 
thoroughly terrified beast in a space under the 
partition.

studied attentively. Hebrew being a language 
little known in the meighborhood, there was 
some mystification atfirst over the notice, 
but Inquiry developed the fact that it was in- 
ten to direct the reader to the cattle 
slaughtering abattoir of the Eastmanns Co. 
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carried on so long at Forty-fourth street and 
East River, would hereafter be done in the 
Eastmanns’ abattoir.

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NATURALIZATION FRAUDS 


District Attorney RxxNorps testifies be- | 


fore the Congressonal Committee that of 
the 6,000 naturalizations in St. Louis for 


| the election of 1888, between 2, 500 and 8, 200 


were fraudulent. Which party profited 
most by this wholesale fraud upon citi- 
zenship and the ballot-box, isa question 
which cannot be answered with strict ac- 
ouracy by any man. It is enough to know 
that there are in the registration lists of 
this city over 2,500 ‘“‘qualified’’ voters, 
manufactured to order out of illegal ma- 
terials by the party committees and “‘prac- 
tical politicians” of both parties. 

These new voters were mostly men who 
did not want to vote and did not know or 
care how they voted. They were ignorant 
violators of the law, many of them being 
forced by undue influences totake out 


naturalization papers to which they were, 


not entitled, and go to the polls in blocks 
of five and deposit the ballots put in their 
hands by others. When they vote again 
they may do.so under the control of dif- 
and different party 
But still there remains that man- 
ufactured vote of over 2,500 subject to the 
same sort of control that voted it before. 

The existence of such a menace to hon- 
est elections in our old election system 
and in the administration of our natural- 
ization laws, demonstrates the necessity 
fora reform of the latter and forthe 
Australian ballot reform also. Congress 
should by severe penalties put an end to 
such naturalization as we had in 1888, and 
one of the severest penalties should be 
directed against party committees or 
workers who pay the costs of taking out 
naturalization papers for men who, if let 
alone, would not ask for them or give a 
nickel for them.

A TRIFLE LIGHT AS AIR. 

By a vote of 34 to 10—the nays being all 
cast by Democrats and the yeas by 30 Re- 
publicans and 4 Democrats—the Senate has 
passed an original package” bill in this 
shape: 

That all fermented® distilied or other in- 
toxicating liquors or liquids transported 
into any State or Territory for use, con- 
sumption, sale or storage shali, on arrival 
in such State or Territory (or remaining 
therein), be subject to the operation and 
effect of the laws of such State or Territory 
enacted in the exercise of the police powers 
to the same extent aud in thesamé manner 
as though said liquors or liguids had been 
produced in such State or Territory, and 
shall not Be exempt therefrom by reason of 

‘being introduced therein in original pack- 
ages or otherwise. 

Now if the House also passes this we 


shail have more litigation to determine 
whether this declaratory statute means 
anything or nothing. The recent origi- 
nal package decision and all former ones 
held that imported liquors are subject to 
the operation ‘and effect of State laws 
*‘f‘enacted in exercise of the State’s 
police powers”? Only when the State 
laws go beyond the exercise of local po- 
lice bowers and become regulations of 
interstate commerce has the Supreme 
Court rescued interstate commerce from 
the operation and effect of local laws. 

If the proposed statute merely reaffirms 
the Supreme Court’s definition of State 
police power, what is the use of such a 


statute? If it pretends or attempts to 
override the judicial authority and to 
draw between State and Federal author- 
ity a new boundary line not approved by 


the Supreme Court, such an enactment will 
It will not even 


still amount to nothing. 
rise to the dignity of a legislative joke.

MARQUIS LOO, 


— 
An Interesting Young Man, Member of the 
Chinese Legation. 


By Telegravh to the Post-Dispaton. J 

NEw YORK, June 2.—Mr. Loo, a Marquis in 
bisown country, is a slender, aristocratic 
young Chinaman who has been a picturesque 
figure on the streets of New York and in Met- 
ropolitan resorts about town for some days. 
Loo is his first or family name, and the Loo 
family in its own country is said to be little 
less powerful than that of the Marquis Tseng, 
one of the few Chinese nobles that outrank 
the Loos. The Marquis Loo, who is one of 
the most influential members of the Chinese 
lexation at Washington, has resided off and on 
In the United States for a dozen ore more years 
but he still wears the flowin parti-colored 
garments of his own land, it ing a diplo- 
matic rule that the foreign n of 
the Emperor must honor thelr own country 
by wearing its costumes. Mr. Loo, as his 
friends call him for short, wore his robes toa 
base ball game not long ago and avows that 
henceforth when he attends the great Amert- 
can game he will go in attire less provocative 


of hoodlum demonstrations. Mr. was 
invited by Mre. Grant to be one 
of the guests of honor at the cereno- 
nies attending the unveiling of 


the Washington memorial arch last week. 
When be presented his card atthe entrance 
of the inclosure set apart for notables, the 
police officer stationed there looked at it 
quizzically, glanced at Mr. Loo’s costume, 
— With a smile of good natured contempt, 
sald: 

come now Jobn, you can’t go in there. 

It required some moments of polite remon- 
strance to secure Mr. Loo’s rights. He was 
not annoyed particularly at the officer’s error, 
though he says he is rather tired of being 
stared at, and would gladiy wear American 
clothes some times if he coald. The Marquis 
Loo as an attache 
embassy to this country, has some in- 
teresting views about the McKinley 
and the pending silver legislation. He thinks 
the passage of the silver bill would be a great 
benefit to China, where silver is the official 
precious metal. Mr. Loo is a superb enier- 
tainer and an accomplisbed man of the 
world. He has not that fondness for cham- 
pagne which distinguishes most of his coun- 
trymen, but he knows how to brew most 
excellent claret cups and cobblers. His pale, 
deardless face is crowned by a naturally lux- 
uriant growth of coal black hair, which he 
wears in the pigtail that isa symbol of Man- 
choorlan aristocracy. 

»The pig toil. says Mr. Loo, ‘‘is a badge 
of servitude in the Chinese, a token of their 
subjugation by their Manchoorian conquerors 
300 years ago. But it has already grown into a 
badge of honor among the Uhinese, as it al- 
ways was among the Manchoorians. The 
stories aboutthe Empress of China having 
been a peasant women, and her brother bav- 
ing been taken from the plow and ennobled, 
are all rot. It’s as possiblefor the Emperor 
of China to take u peasantto ‘the throne as it 
would be forthe Emperor of Germany. By 
the way, I believe it to be true that the Chinese 
Empire, through its official head, can com- 
mand more cold cash than any Government 
on earth. Am 1 proud of my people? Of 
course, Iam. There are many things we do 
better than you Americans.’’

Nersch’s N aturalization. 


The demurrer to the petition inthe case of 
the United States vs. Frederick W. Norsch to 
expunge the record of the defendant’s natural- 


igation was argued before Judge Thayer 
Mr. Marshbelil, representing Professor 
Norsch, said that the petition 
admitted that the defendant had been gullty 
of no fraud, aud it any had been perpetrated 
It must have been bythe Court. To punish 
him fora fraud when it was affirmatively de- 
clared by the prosecution that he had not 
been guilty would be illegal, for he 
could mot be punished unless it was 
alleged and proved that the defendant had 
articipated in it. Besides that, the United 
tates Court had no authority. to review the 
action of the St. Louis Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, because that court had jurisdiction 
in this ghee gm to that of the Uniied 
States Court, and even if the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction had made a mistake or been 
ullty of a fraud there is no provision in the 
law for correcting the elror in such a manner. 
Mr. Reynolds beld that the Supreme Court 
in the Bell Telephone cases had made a ruling 
declaring such power, and in the same man- 
ner in which a patent when obtained 
through fraudulent means would be annulied, 
sO a naturalization record could be expunged. 
The Court took the matter under advise- 
ment.

death was ‘scariet fever; direct cause, embol- 
ism, superinduced by scarietfever.’ That is 
how the certificate read, and the girl’s 
father knew that it was scariet fever. 
Iepoke with Dr. Stark about burying the 
ehiid and urgently advised him not to have 
a funeral, but to bury the child at 
the earilest ossible moment. 1 
cited the New York laws on the case 
and explained to him the dangers ineident to 
any otber procedure, I supposed that he 
would take my advice, but he did not. You 
can imagine my horror and surprise 
when I looked out of my window 
this morning and sawthe children cqmin 
from all directions to that infected house. 
was simply amazed and did ali I could 
to stop them. Many of them were little bits 
oftotse holding to their mother’s hands and 
hardly able to walk.

A BORN KING. 


Bis Little Imperial Spani sh Mejesty, Al 
phonse XIII, 


Adela Orpben in Atalanta. 

Alfonso XIII. is the most popular of sover- 
elgus. Not only do his own subjects take de- 
licht lu him, but elsewhere he is looked upon 
with affectionate kindness. He is the toy- 
King of Ecrope, and he belongs to us all. 

His Majesty’s ceremonial duties began at 
once. For scarcely had he drawn his first 
breath before he was presented to some of 
his more important subjects. Senor Sagasta, 


the Prime Minister, took him on a silver tray, 
and carrying h'm into the neighboring apart- 
ment, duly presented him tothe nobles and 
Senators there assembled to await his 
acvent. In a few touching words the Minister 
introduced his tiny lord to the gentiemen, 
and ended by shouting Long Live the King! 

a cry which was heartily taken up by all pres- 
ent. Whereupon the King, no doubt most un- 
comfortable on bis tray of silver, cried lustily, 
and the hearts ofall rejoiced; for it was there- 
by seen that he wasa strong and healthy babe. 
After this trying ordeal, the King was de- 
livered over to his nurse and other attend- 
ants, and his life began. The life of a royal 
baby during bis first days can hardly be made 
to differ from the life of any other baby. Each 
must have a purse and plenty of sleep. Kay- 
munda, a healthy woman from the traditional 
Spanish nursing province, ably fuifilled her 
part, and the royal nursing throve apace. 

What should be the name ofthis majesty? 
That was the great question of the moment. 
The Queen Regent wished to call him Alfonso, 
efter the dead father who had never seen him. 
But an Alfonso XIII. was — 2 un- 
ear The Oabinet wavered between Charies 
and Philip, but eventually the mother carried 
the day. The Pope, who, by the way, is him- 
seifa number thirteen, offered to stand god- 
father, and on May 23 the christening took 
place in the Royal Chapel. By the Queen’s 
express command the galleries leading to the 
chapel were thrown open to the 
public, so that peasants and princes 
elbowed their way to the frant to catch a sight 
of the imposing 227 At I o’clock His 
Majesty made his appearance, lying in the 
arms of the Duchess Medina de las Torres. A 
crowd of the elete of Spanish aristocracy, 
giittering th -brillimnt uniforms and gala 
tolleites, filled the body of the chapel and 
stood grouped around the font. Smaliest,but 
perhaps most conspicuous of all, were the 
little sisters of the King, including the quon- 
Mercedes, too young and 
any. feelings but 

at the dirt h of her 
The names given to the 
Mttle king were Alfonso Leon Fernando Sant! 
ago Maria Isidro Pasoual Antonio. Immed!i- 
ately after the ceremony of baptism he was 
invested with alltbe Spanish royal orders, 
beginning with the Golden Fleece, and then 
at length the procession reformed and the 
baby was restored to the sheltering arms of 
bis proud mether. His household nominally 
consisted of numerous officers, both civil and 
military, but in reality His Majesty’s house- 
hold was pretty well summed up in Ray- 
munda, who never left him day nor night. 

On the 88th of June Alfonso XIII. made his 
first public appearance, driving through the 
streets of his capital with his mother to the 
Church of Antocha, where the Queen attended 
a thanksgiving service. Itis hardly needful 
to state that he was everywhere received most 
enthusiastically. Areal sovereign King only 
five weeks old was a sight to soften the heart 
ofa Carlist or a Republican. His Majesty's 
fret shoes gave the occasion for another 
pretty ceremonial, in which Spanish court 
etiquette, reduced down to a baby’s size, 
ceases tobe the ludicrous thing that it is. 
The King’s first shoes were made of white 
leather embroidered with gold, and the Uay 
that he first put them onthe Queen gave 300 
paire of ordinary shoes to be distributed 
among the poor children of Madrid. 

On the Ist of December, 1887, being then a 
year and a half old, the King in person opened 
bis fret Parliament. The crush to witness 
the opening of that Parliament was quite ex- 
traordinary, and some bundreds of ladies got 
pushed into the body of the ball, to the 
chagrin and exclusion of the Senators, the 
appointed oceupiers. The King and his mother 
entered the hall tothe sound of Charles V.’s 
Roval March. The baby was dressed all in 
white, with a white bonnet upon bis head, 
but when seated upon the throne his bonnet 
was taken off. By his side stood the Queen, 
dressed in black. While she read the royal 
speeoh the little monarch surveyed the scene 
with gravity, looking first at bis mother and 
then at the assemblage, who, we may be sure, 
looked exclusively at him. When the read- 
ing was finished His Majesty showeda desire 
to be among the first to leave, but his mother 
took bim in her arms and then he remained 
perfectly quiet during the rest of the pro- 
ceedings. here is something pathetic about

In April or 
May the court movesto Aranjuez, and there 
amidan elysium ofgreen the King ana bis 
sisters can play—play beneath the shadow of 
my ep le English elms, which are the pride 
of the place. he elme were brought back 
from England and ee by Philip Il, when 
be returned from bis dreary honeymoon with 
Queen Mary. Some of them have attained 
enormous size; one patriarch, it is said, 
measures 90 feet in girth. 

Inthe autumn the royal family go to San 
Sebastian, the famous Spanish watering 
place, and when here etiquette is somewhat 
relaxed. Queen Christina, the King’s mother, 
lis aclever woman, and no doubt estimates 
Spanish etiquette at its true value, for she is 
endowed with good German common sense. 
But she knows there is nothing so im- 
politic as for a foreign Queen to 
ridicule the customs of her subjects. 

Alfonso XIII. is described as being a beauti- 
ful child, with fair curling hair, which until 
recently used to float over his shoulders. He 
is bright and cheertul in manner, notwith- 
standing his country and crown. He has his 
little sister to play with, but as a King of 
Spain cannot meet bis equal, be can hardly be 
said to have any playfellows, The Queen bas 
to be painfully particular about whom she 
asks to play with his Majesty for fear of hurt- 
ing the feelings of every one else or exciting 
the arrogance of the favored one. The poor 
Queen mother’s road is a hard one in many 
ways, but she treads it bravely and hopefully 
for the sake of her boy-king. 

The irrepressible photographer is the King’s 
torment. The child is ‘‘done’’ nearly every 
month in every possible position. Perhaps it

A very large 
proportion are men who have enlisted at an 
early age, without knowing what they 
were going into, and who could 
not stand the roughness of their fellow 
soldiers. Others are industrious, active men, 
who enlisted simply for the ed ge of getting 
West and then deserting.. Many of these men 
would prove valuable members of the com- 
munity, but there is a set of chronic deserters 
who leave the army and are caught while try- 
ing to re-enlist, who always make a disturb- 
ance when set free. If the Government would

Fy Telerrenh to the POST-UISPATOH. 

New Tonk, June 3.—As telegraphed yester- 
day the tallure was announced in Wall street 
of Bouden & Jenkins at 48 Wall street. It ex- 
cited general expressions of regret, as both 
members of the firm, Thomas H. Bouden and 
Frank Jenkins, are well known and highly 
esteemed. There were no outstanding con- 
tracts on ihe Exchange and the suspension 


has been the outcome ofthe failure of G. K. 
Sistare & Sons. Bouden 4 Jenkins 
were interested in the Lackawanna & Pitts- 
burg Rallroad, which built. abou forty-one 
miles of road from Belfast Jus n to Per- 
kineville,N.Y., and controlled or leased about 
fifty-one miles more. The road was placed in 
the hands of a receiver in December, 1884, and 
in the spring of 1889 it was foreclosed and re- 
organized as the Lackawanna & Pittsburg 
Railroad. There was to be an issue of $2,800,- 
000 of new stock to take up the old bonds, and 
$800,000 in new bonds were to be issued for 
betterments, etc. The firm of Sistare & Sons 
received $500,000 bonds from Geo. D. Chapman, 
the réceiver and President of the company, 
and on tneirfallere a forced sale followed. 
The new bonds fetcheda low price and the 
market credit of the new stock, which had 
been issued to take up the old bonds, natur- 
ally suffered. Even this mishap might have 
been weathered by Bouden &fJenkins ex- 
cept for an action taken by the Merchants’ 
Bank of Canada which secured a judgment 
against the firm based on claims amounting to 
$13,000 for which the bank held $20,000 anew 
stock as collateral. In order to prevent 
any further proceedings of this sort 
the firm decided to make an 
assignment to R. Fioyd Clarke of the law firm 
of Clarke 4 Culber. Mr. Clarke eaid yester- 
day that the action of the Canadian Bank bad 
precipitated the failure, but he coulc give no 
idea of the assets or liabilities. The present 
firm succeeded that of Collins, Bouden & Jen- 
kins on July 7, 1886. The former concern is 
still in process of liquidation. Air. Collins is 
dead. r. Bouden has been a member of the 
Stock Exchange since May 3, 1869, and has 
many warm friends in WallStreet. Mr. Jen- 
kins entered the firm in 1836, and is popular 
among bis associates.

THEY HAD THEIR FUN. 


THREE LEVEE TCUGHS BEHIND THE BARS 
FOR DKOWNING A DEMENTED NEGRO.- 


William Hammond, John Carrell and Pat 
White Throw a Vagrant Iusane Man Inte 
the River—Dozens of Eye Witnesses to 
the Murder—The story the Men Tell—The 
Body Not Yet Found, 


The report that three Levee ‘‘toughs,’’ 
loaded with Levee whisky, had murdered an 
inoffensive old darkey as a huge practical 
joke reached the police lastnight. The three 
men fimplicated are named William Ham- 
mond, Patrick White and John Carroll. The 
victim was a negroof middie age, evidently 
Insane on religion, as be was wandering about 
singing and praying and preaching in real 
negro fashion. William Hammond is the 
one who conceived the idea of play- 
ing 4 huge joke on the negro. 
As Hammond came along he found the old 
negro seated ona pile of girders for the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal Elevated road, just at the 
foot of Clark avenue. The negro was sur- 
rounded by a motiey crowd of men, women 
and children such as haunt the Levee at all 
hours of the day and night. The negro 
kept up his singing and preaching 
im apparent disregara of His audience until 
Hammond came along pretty far under the 
influence of liquor. As soon as he saw the 
situation he loudly suggested that it would be 
fun to carry the man down to the river and 
baptize him, and give bim a belping band 
along to the glory he was praying for. Ham- 
mond’s companion at the time was a well- 
known character named Con Foley, who 


is described by the police as Con Foley, 
everybody knows him. Hammond made 
the proposition of baptizing the negro to 
Foley, who had sense enough to refuse to 
ae unything to do with the case in any way 
an 

WANDERED OFF. 

Hammond was bent upon playing his 
joke and would not be put off by Foley’s re- 
fusal, so he went off to find somebody who 
hada keener appreciation of Levee humor 
than did Foley. He did not go far before he 
found Patrick White and Jonn Carroll; a bet- 
ter selected pair for his purposes could not 
have been found on the Levee. They 
entered into the plan with boisterous 
enthusiasm and hastened up to the pile of 
Iron girders where the negro was preaching. 
N Taking from him hie hat, coat and vest, all of 
which he had removed and laid by his side, 
icked up the

The negro was thrown well out into the 
river and immediately sank; he rose once and 
then disappeared under a barge. His hat 
and coat were found on the levee where the men 
had left them. The murderers, secing that 
their joke had succeeded beyond their ex- 

ctations, scattered and made an attempt to 
ide. Charles Sievers, an employe of the 
Huse-Loomis Ice Co., gave information as 
quickly as possible, and in a very few mo- 
ments the police were os the track of the 
three men. Anumberof the witnesses were 
immediately arrested. 

A SEARCH 

was made up and down the Levee. Ham- 
mond was found hiding behind a pile ot iron 
and skids. He was taken to the lock-up and 
asked what he knew of thecase. He said thas

TELL A DIFFERENT STORY. 

First they state that Hammond was not with 
White ana Carroll when he found the negro, 
but that upon Foley’s refusal to have a hand 
in it went off and found them. 

Watchman Brown, on the Hase-Loomis 
wharfboat, says that hesaw the three men 
take the negro down the levee and pitch him 
in so that he stood about waist deep in the 
water. He stood there for an instant and 
then seemed to grow muddled as he staggered 
backward a few steps into deep water and 
tell over and disappeared. 

Charles Sievers says he saw Hammond when 
he first came up and beard him propose to 
Foley that they help the negroto salvation, 
and then Hammond go offand hunt up White 
apd Carroll. 

Lee Fiel, anegro at 211 South Levee, said 
that Hammond shouted that he would ‘‘drown 
de nigger’’ if he had to carry him down un- 
aided. 

The negro was not known by any who saw 
him, but allagree that he was perfectly harm- 
less. Thethree who had the fun are all well 
known tothe police and very hard charac- 
ters: The body of the negro has not yet been 
found. All the witnesses arrested last night 
were released this morning and only the three 
directly implicated held.

The moonlight aystem ts the one which gives 
a larger margin of profit to the companies do- 
ing the lighting and which is very ineffective 
at times, the moon being relied upon to sup- 
ply the light at fixed intervals, which it does 
not always do. 

St. Louis usesthe all-night system on the 
gasoline lampe and pays $2.83 per month per 
lamp, which is about equal to the 
price paid in Kansas City, but it 


has now only 169 lamps of that class, some 691 
having been recently replaced by electricity. 
The gasoline lighting forms a very insignifi- 
cant part of the city lighting, and can be 
termed a sort of makeshift used in neighbor- 
hoods notthickly enough settled to warrant 
the application of gas or electricity. It is in 
the comparison of prices paid for electric 
lights that St. Louls makes the best showing 
in both the matter of system and price. The 
following table gives the rates in various 
cities:

It can be seen that St. Louie now pays 20 
cents for are lights of 2,000 candle power. 
The 1,587 lamps now in service replace 8,018 
gas lamps, Wilo cost the city about $34.50 a 
lamp per year. there having been 8,700 in one 
district at $37 a lamp and 4,818 in the other 
district at $30a lamp per year. No moon- 
light system applies here excopt in the dis- 
trict outh of Keokuk street, where 

as is still being used. The 966 
amps are being lighted aud x 
tinguished according to the phases 
of the moon. The electric lights are lighted 
according to affixed schedule, and the moon 
shut out altogether in the calculations. 

Beside the street lights, the city maintains 
752 lights in the alleys, at $17.50 per year, and 
O91 alley lights at $26 per year. 

Taken all around, the St. Louis lighting is 
far ahead of any city in tne country, and Is 
being done ata lesser cost to the tax-payers.

So onthe night when the peace and quiet- 
ness Of the McNichols family was first die- 
turbed the lamp was brought up from the 
cellar, in which it bad been lying all the win- 
ter. The chain was rusted and tangled, and 
in straightening it out a considerabig amount 
of noise was made, the absence of lubrication 
producing an occasional set-your-teeth-on- 
edge noise quite loud enough to alarm the 
nervous folks overhead. When an effort was 
made to find a solid piace into which the hook 
could be driven, the task proved anything 
but an easy one, or else the amateur 
hook driver was hardly up to his work. At 
any rate there wasa great deal of knocking 
and the vibration was sufficient not only to 
make asingle spittoon dance but to run a 
high class cuspidore ballet. As to the subse- 
quent noises the explanation is very simple. 
The chain did not work very well when the 
lamp was in piace. The wheels had rusted 
and refused to revolve and as the rusty chain 
was drawn over them the noise was 

REMARKABLE AND EXCRUCIATING 
atthe same time. The easiest way to get rid 
ofthe rust seemed to be to work the chaias 
and the lamp was accordingly pushed up and 
down two orthree times with the result that 
the family up-stalrs came tothe conclusion 
that McGuire’s ghost was weeping. But they 
were wrong. The lamp might. be groaniug, 
but not gn account of amurder committed 
six years ago, and a littie oil or grease would 
have lald the ghost at any time in a few 
seconds. The subsequent nolses arose from a 
similar cause, as now explained by the 
family, tne lamp being occasionally moved 
and the chains rattied. It even became 
necessary to remove the hook and drive it 
home in « more solid part of the ceiling. 

It is not suggested that the lamp dragged 
Mr. McNichols out of bed, but the explana- 
tion is otherwise quite satisfactory. It is the 
invariable rule of the Soeiety for Psychical 
Research in this country and in Engiand to 
pay but little attention to midnight phenom- 
ena when there is no confirmatory testimony, 
and the rule must be followed in this case. 
Perhaps Mr. McNichols dreamt about the 
ghostly clutch at the throat and rolled out of 
bed, or perbaps the whole thing was a dream, 
resulting from the annoyances of the even- 
ing. At any rate, the lamp must be acquitted 
‘of the culminating outrage, although uo eape- 
clal pleading on earth could secure a verdict 
in its favor so far as the noises and splttoon 
dancing are concerned.

LIEUT. LOMIA, 


The Italian Government May Decline te 
Receive Him as a Legation Attache. 


Py Telerrarh to the POST-DISPATOU. 

NEW YORE, June 3.—Just before the Fifth 
Artillery was detatched from the Department 
of the Atlantic and sent to the Pacific First 
Lieut. Luegi Lomia was detailed as the milt- 
tary attache of the American legation at 
Rome. Word has been received here that the 
Italian Government will probably not receive 
him in a diplomatic capacity, holding that he 


is subject to military service In that country. 
When Lieut, Lomia was sent to Italy ten years 
ago on asimilar errand the Italian Govern- 
ment refused to recognize him as a military 
attache of the American legation, and 
he was promptly returned and or- 
dered by the War Department to other 
duty, but when he was recently 
ordered to the staff of Minister Porter, it was 
understood that the laws againstthe right to 
renounce the licbilities of one born in that 
country and to become a citizen of another 
country, were so changed that Lieut, Lomia 
could be sent there on duty without any ques- 
tion. Lieut. Lomia was born in Italy, but 
was a resident of Texas when hewas ap- 
polnted a cadet at West Point Military 
Academy on september 1, 1863. He was grad- 
vated and assigned to the Fifth Artillery on 
June 17, 1867, henee it is not a question of 
citizenship, but whether the Italian Govern- 
ment is willing to extend to this officer of the 
United States Army the privileges extended to 
all other officers "Ro may be assigned as mill- 
tary attaches of iekations residing near its 
capital. Inthe meanwhile, Lieut. Lomia will 
remain at home until the question is settied.
